A LONG SEASON 

TO ban the same border always 
brtfht. let alone a blare of color, from 
April to October to lmpoaalble. The 
only way to sot continuous bloom In 
tbe garden to to boro borders for 
different season, of the yoar. And 
now. by tba way. to the time to choose 
your plants. Plant them by all means 
in tba fall. 

It will, however, bo found that tba 
early and late harden are In bloom 
for o shorter time than the mala 
summer one, and It la tbls reason that 
Induces acme to eelect tbe latter as 
the one that will probably suit tbs 
majority of people', requirement.. 
Tbe early bedding plants and bulbs, 
with tba help of a small border for 
May and June, will probably give as 
much bloom *1*.where earlier In tbe 
year aa la required of tba moderate- 
alzod garden. It la better, therefore, 
not to destroy tbe beauty of tbe .um- 
mer border by trying to keep it tn 
partial bloom In spring, summer and 
autumn. 

Bow often boa one boon told, when 
being shown around a friend . garden.

bloom to over. 

PLACING THE PLANT! 

Do not make tb* mi .take of gets 
ting plant* In regularly rising height, 
from tb* path to tb* book of tbs bor¬ 
der. Allow some of tba tailor plant* 
to com* boldly to tb* front and get 
soma of the dwarf ones to recede Into 
tb* border end form email bay* of 
color. 

Plant thickly. No ground should be 
vlAlble whan the border’* season la on. 
Thla baa a double advantage a# li not 
only looks better but aavea weeding, 
aa in a- thickly-plantad border the 
weeds bava a poorer chance 

It ahould be on*'* aim to so ar¬ 
range tha planting ro that, aa ona 
enter* at slUhsr and of tha border, tha 
flowers will ba of light colon and tha j 
(oliaga plant# of gray, glauoous or 
bluish leaf. A* ona pasaea toward# tha 
centra, tha color la allowed to become 
stronger and atrongtr, until in tha 
centra position ona gate on# strong 
color vying with another.

annual report on labor organization in Canada, 
there were in this country at the dose of 1933 a total 
of 2.707 trade union branches, a decrease of eighteen, 
with a combined membership of 286,220, an in¬ 
crease of 2.644. In 1911, the total membership 
was 133,132, rising to a record high of 378.047 
in 1919. the lowest total in the early post-war years 
being that of 1924. when membership had dropped to 

260.643. 

Of the total trade union membership reported for 
1933. the report shows that 118,004 were identified 
with the Trades and Labor Congress of Canada and 
55,118 were affiliated with the All-Canadian Con¬ 
gress of Labor. There were 900 branches with a 
reported membership of 118,501 in Canadian organ- 
iaatieaa and 167,719 members comprised in 1,807 
local branches in international organizations.

British Columbia, although 
a comparative newcomer to the 
ranka of the tobacco-growing 
countriea, haa undertaken pro¬ 
duction on a large acale basis, 
probably without parallel any¬ 
where-else in the Dominion. It 
ia now definitely established 
that the Sumas area in this 
province, as regards both soil 
and climate, ia one of the finest 
tobacco-growing locations in 
the world. 

One British Columbia com¬ 
pany, Canadian Tobaccos Lim¬ 
ited. has, in the brief space of 
six years, established one of the 
largest tobacco plantations in 
the world, with a single field of 
tobacco reg i stering the greatest 
acreage of any in Canada. This 
plantation is located at Sumas, 
B.C., about fifty miles from 
Vancouver Altogether there is 
an acreage of 1,500, of which, 
on the basis of rotation, 400 
acres are under cultivation this 
season.

The com¬ 
pany maintains a manufactur¬ 
ing plant at Vancouver which 
is the largest in the west and 
the fourth largest independent 
factory in the Dominion. 

Ths plantation and plant at 
Sumas constitute some thirty 
buildings, including twenty- 
four curing kilns, a processing 
plant, storing plant, bunk- 
houses, cook house, baths, pump 
house and company residences. 
There are six greenhouses, with 
a total of 50,000 square feet of 
space. During the busy season 
over 200 employees sleep and 
eat right on the plantation. Of 
these fifty are women, who are' 
inside operatives; the men 
work in the field. A herd of 
120 cattle is maintained to sup¬ 
ply milk, butter and beef. 

VIRGINIA LEAF 

Virginia leaf, such as that 
being raised at Sumas, is the 
variety of tobacco in greatest 
demand to-day on the markets 
of the world. Contrary to popu¬ 
lar opinion, Virginia tobacco is 
not merely tobacco grown in 
the state of Virginia, U.SA.. 
but is the name of. a variety of 
bright yellow leaf grown in 


in kilns. Here the green leaf 
is submitted to a heating pro¬ 
cess which turns it yellow. It 
is then moked to the storing 
plant where it is properly 
mellowed. 

In the processing plant, visi¬ 
tors can see the cured leaf pass¬ 
ing through a long dark tun¬ 
nel where, over a period of ona 
hour, it ia submitted to ths 
proper degree of heat and 
moisture. Processing improves 
flavor, at the same time condi¬ 
tioning the leaf so that it can 
be packed in hogsheads, where 
it will remain in good condition 
indefinitely. . 

Tobacco is extremely com¬ 
plex, containing over forty dif¬ 
ferent compounds. In the grow¬ 
ing, curing, ageing, processing 
and manufacture the utmost 
care haa to be taken to see that 
these compounds are present in 
[exactly the right proportions. 

First attempts to raise to¬ 
bacco on the Sumas 1-ake bot¬ 
tom were made by Canadian 
Tobaccos Limited in 1928. That 
year and the following the out¬ 
come was only partially suc¬ 
cessful owing to the facts that, 
first, the proper varieties of 
leaf were not planted and, sec¬ 
ondly, the falls were too damp 
for air curing. Flue curiug iu 
kilns is now used exclusively.

PROMISING INDUSTRY 

It is hoped that 10,000 acres 
of the reclaimed area at Snmaa 
will eventually be brought 
under cultivation. In terms of 
the future of the industry in 
this province it is interesting 
to consider that if these 10,000 
acres were planted in tobacco, 
more than enough leaf would 
be rained to supply the needs 
of the entire province.

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Engineers Now Analyzing, Noises to 
Silence Nerve-wracking, Dins in Cities 


How a New Radio-like Device Diagnoses Sounds to 
Produce Silently Running Machinery 



C ITIES are now Joining the "ranks 
of the silent." u the result of the 
passing of another milestone in en¬ 
gineering progress which marks tha 
development of a portable noise-ana¬ 
lyser. This device Is so rugged that 
It readily can be carried about and 
used wherever nerve-racking noise 
makes known It unwelcome presence. 

The new portable noise-analyser 
which was developed by W. O. Oebon. 
a Westing house research engineer, 
diagnoses a noise by separating It into 
the different elements which com¬ 
pose It. and by measuring the pitch 
and Intensity of each component. The 
device consists of three small leather- 
covered cases. One case contains a 
noise meter, the second the noise- 
analyser, and the third, a microphone 
and batteries. , 

Recent tests In which analyses were 
made of the noises made by high¬ 
speed airplanes, railroad trains, street 
cars and buses demonstrate the wide 
field of use to which the new device 
Is applicable. 

Bound plays a very important part 
in the health and happiness of hu¬ 
man beings. Bounds made up of 
dlseorde—noise—have a harmful in¬ 
fluence upon health, and hence 'upon 
happiness. It foUows that efficiency 
Is also impaired. 

Recent investigations by a group 
of psychologists reveal the fact that 
the pitch, complexity and variation 
of complexity of a noise are much 
more important factors than mere 
loudness or intensity in determining 
the hsrmful effect of nolee upon pro¬ 
duction in Industrial and offlca tasks. 

In making the testa total noise 
leadings and analysis readings were 
taken for various rates of speed and 
for various conditions, such as rough 
air and smooth air In tha case of the 
airplane: terminal track, open coun¬ 
try track and tunnels in the train 
lists; paved street city track and open 
country track for the street, car. and 
suburban boulevard and downtown 
city traffic for the bus. 

The chart discloses that In each of 
the four vehicles analysed the low 






frequency sources of noise are much i 
more Intense than the high frequency 
sources In the cases of the airliner} 
and the pull man the high frequency ; 
noises dropped below twenty-five de¬ 
cibels, which Is equivalent to the- 
nolee of a cat purring. 

In the esses of the street car 
and bus. the Intensity curves, al¬ 
though higher In value, follow a pat¬ 
tern similar to those of the airliner 
and pullman with a downward slope 
through the low and medium fre¬ 
quencies. but where the curves for 
the latter two continue to decline 
In the high frequency band, the street 
qsr and bus curve* flatten out. This 
fact Is attributed to the presence 
of high frequency gear noises In the 
street car and to window rattle and 
similar Impact noises in the bus 

The numerous sharp peaks which 
occur In each of the curves Indicate 
sources of loud nolae at frequencies 
corresponding to the peaks. By trac¬ 
ing the causes of such noise sources 
and eliminating as much aa possible 


the causes, engineers Anay be able to i 
quiet the total no Isa. 

The noise-analyser la not nearly aa - 
well known as tha nolae meter, which j 
measures onlf the total nblse or loud¬ 
ness. The nolae meter gives noise 
rattUngs of boiler factories, offices, 
gunfire, rustling leaves and the like 
and i nf o rms the world bow many 
times noisier Times Square In New 
York City is than the corner of State 
and Madison Streets in Chloago’s 

Although not as spectacular and 
therefore not aa well known to the 
public, the noise-gpslyser accom¬ 
plishes a much more important work 
and Its finding will have an impor¬ 
tant Influence on the design of ma¬ 
chinery and mechanical equipment In 
the future. 

TIM lien— nmm 11— been of ma¬ 
terial assistance in reducing the noise 
of electric motors. When a motor 
IS exposed to the supereenaltlve ear 
of tha analyasr. engineers are able 
to find ouUhow much of the total 


noise Is caused by unbalance of the 
rotor, how much by the commutator 
bars, what part by slots In tha rotor 
and what part by gear noises. It also 
enables them to trace the causes of 
the noise so that they can eliminate 
theee causes at their source. 

Housewives may be Interested In 
k nowi ng that the nowe-analywrr has 
already played an important part In 
giving them quiet electric refrigera¬ 
tors. washers, lronera, vacuum clean¬ 
ers. and other motor driven appli¬ 
ances. In all these cases, the analyser 
has been invaluable in eliminating 
or minimising nolae elements caused 
by the motor parts, fan assembly, 
gear drive and similar parts. 

Tha noise-analyser Is similar In ap¬ 
pearance to a radio set. On its panel 
are switches, dials and meters. In 
side axe four vasuutn tub a s, cresden 
sers. transformers and similar ap¬ 
paratus. All this equipment is com¬ 
pactly bum into a leather-covered 
case.

A heavy aoll. one of a clayey 
nature, may be lightened up con¬ 
siderably by the addition of aand. 
wood aahae. burnt clay, or other 
materials inert In character. Oo- j 
caalonal dreaalnga of lhne or exposure | 
to frost will modify Its close and I 
sticky nature. > 

A light soil, one In which there la 
an abundance of sand, may be en¬ 
riched by a liberal addition or leaf- 
mould (oak preferred). The content* 
of the compoet heap, or clay which 
has been broken up by drying or pul¬ 
verizing. will also make the soil 
heavier. Peat may be added, but It 
la nearly always deficient In lime, and. 
toeing itself a soil built up almost en¬ 
tirely from residue of previous vege¬ 
tation. it la very apt to become some¬ 
what sour. 

PEATY SOIL SOI R 
Peaty soils in themaelvee are usually 
water-logged and drainage and liming 
are first essential for their conversion 
to a fair state of fertility. 

Herbaceous borders are not dis¬ 
turbed every year, ao It is necessary 
to provide a reserve of plant food and 
the soil should hare a goodly aupply 
of manure Incorporated therein. As

lower layers should be dressed with 
farmyard manure. I sea no objec¬ 
tion to digging in comparatively fresh 
material, aa It to not needed or 
brought Into use until the plant to 
fairly well advanced, and to to need 
of a little extra food. It also pro¬ 
vides a cool root run Into which the 
roots can penetrate about the time we 
get the hot. dry weather. 

For the top spade of earth we oould 
use manure which has been stacked 
and thoroughly decayed. This should 
be well mixed with the soli. 

Excavating the soil to a depth of 
three feet allows us lo add layers of 
aoll and layers of manure aa the work 
proceeds. Bona meal of a coarse 
nature can be used to building up a 
•oil by this method. A border made 
thus will not require as much top 
dressing year after year as the more 
•hallow one. 

Ysry often we find to old gardens 
a soil which has been cultivated and 
manured for many years and has be¬ 
come overcharged with humus. It to 
probably full of Insects and fungoid 
diseases.

In a case like this manure should 
be withheld and a dreasing of 11ms 
given.
